to be guilty is freed fron criminal responsibility if he has done 
nothing In the execution of his assigned task. In the Decree it 16 
stated as follows:. "A citizen of the USSR who has been recruited by 
foreign intelligence for the conduct of hostile acts against the USSR, 
is not liable to criminal responsibility if, os regards the execution 
of the assigned hostile acts, he docs not actually commit any of the 
acts and voluntarily declares his contact with foreign intelligence 
to the organs of power.’ 1
